A SANTA FE WRECK 


It Occurred Near Kannas City 
This Forenoon. 


THIRTEEN PERSONS KILLED; 


They Discovered it When Returning 


From a False Alarm— Gasoline 


Got In Its Work Again. 


Twenty-Five Injured— ^Traln No. 1, the 
California Limited« W as De­ 
railed Near Sheffield. 


Kansas City , Oct. 30.—Atch ison, To­ 
p eka and Santa Fe p assenger train 
No. 1, known as th e California Limit­ 
ed, from Ch icago, due at Kansas City 
at 10:30 th is morning, was derailed 
near Sh effield, five miles east of Kan­ 
sas City . 
Several p ersons were killed and a 
number injured. 
Th e number of killed is variously 
estimated from four to eleven. 
Th e 
injured are said to be over twenty 
p ersons. Th e injured will be brough t 
to Kansas City . 
Th e wreck occurred at 10:15 a. m. 
Up to noon no definite details h ad 
been received at th e oflftces of th e 
railroad comp any in th is city . 


Worse Than First Reported. 
Kansas City , Oct. 30.—One of th e 
fastest regular trains on th e Atch ison, 
Top eka and Santa Fe, th e California j 
Limited, wh ich left Ch icago at 10 
o’clock last nigh t for th e far West, 
was ditch ed today one mile east of 
Sh effield, Mo., or six miles from th e 
business center of Kansas City . 
Th irteen p ersons were killed and 
twenty -five injured, many of th em se­ 
riously . 
Th e wreck occurred in a cut, vrh ile 
th e train was running at th e rate of 
fifty miles an h our, and was caused 
by sp reading rails. 
Th e train was made up of vestibuled 
cars, and w’h ile th e vestibules p revent­ 
ed 
telescop ing 
in a measure, 
th e 
sp eed of th e train was so great th at 
it caused several of th e cars to p ile 
up on top of each oth er, tearing out 
th e connections. 
Th e wreckage p iled h igh , and under 
it scores of p assengers and a number 
of th e crew were buried. 
Relief trains carry ing many p h y si­ 
cians were sent out from Kansas City 
snortly before noon, and p rep arations 
made to bring th e dead and injured to 
Kansas City .

No one was at h ome, and th e 
fire laddies

th e residence 
th rough th e unlocked front door.

PARKER A BAD MAN 


Taken From the County Jail to 
the City Hospital. 


HE STABBED OSCAR FISHER. 


The Case W as Continued Indefinitely 
In 
Judge Truxel’s Coui^ 
This Morning. 


Th e case of th e State 
vs. Oscar 
Parker, colored, wh o is ch arged with 
felonious assault up on Joh n Fish er, 
also colored, was called in Judge Trux - 
el’s court th is morning, and continued 
indefinitely . 
During th e knife duel between Par­ 
ker and Fish er, at th e Star saloon sev­ 
eral nigh ts ago, both of th e contest­ 
ants were injured. 
Fish er was 
so 
badly cut about th e h ead and face 
th at h e was confined to h is bed until 
y esterday , wh en h e came down-town. 
Parker, wh o was stabbed 
twice, 
once each in th e arm and sh oulder, 
was locked up in th e county jail p end­ 
ing h is p reliminary ex amination. His 
wounds were considered to be of a 
trivial nature, but th ey continued to 
gi^ h im considerable p ain. 
Yester­ 
day Parker h ad a h igh fever, and, by 
direction of Prosecuting Attorney Kel­ 
ly and Dr. W. S. Sh irk, h e was re­ 
moved from th e city jail to th e city 
h osp ital, wh ere h e could h ave better 
medical attention. 
Parker is said to be a very sick man, 
but th e ch ances are th at if given th e 
op p ortunity h e will take leg ball and 
disap p ear from th e jurisdiction of th e 
Pettis county circuit court. 
Parker was born in Sedalia, but of 
late y ears h e h as resided in Kansas 
City , wh ere h e h as a record as a “h old 
up ” man, and is considered a most 
dangerous ch aracter to be at large.

Th e jury in th e case of State of Mis­ 
souri against Elias Joh nson returned a 
verdict at Lex ington Saturday nigh t 
assessing th e defendant's p unlsh meni 
at ninety -nine y ears in th e p eniten­ 
tiary . 
For th e first time during th e 
entire trial did th e defendant sh ow 
any feeling. 
He 
broke down 
and 
wep t. A motion for a new trial will 
be filed th is week and argued. 
Joh nson was ch arged with h aving 
sh ot and killed h is wife at th eir h ome 
on a^Gtrra a few miles east of Slater, 
Mo., on th e nigh t of December 8, 1904 , 
with a double-barreled sh otgun. Th e 
case was sent from Saline county on a 
ch ange of venue last July , and w'as 
called for trial Tuesday , October 24. 
Over 200 witnesses were in court. 
Th e contention of th e state was 
th at Joh nson arrived at h is h ome at 6 
o’clock on th e evening of December 8 
last in a drunken condition; th at up on 
h is arrival h is wife began to remon­ 
strate with h im: th at h e th en began 
to fuss, curse and abuse h er, at wh ich 
sh e said sh e would go to h er married 
daugh ter’s h ome a few miles away 
and leave h im alone: th at sh e started 
out Into th e y ard to go to th e barn to 
get h er h orse and buggy , accomp anied 
by h er 10-y ear-old daugh ter, wh en h er 
h usband ran from th e h ouse into th e 
y ard, jerked h er 
by th e arm and 
brough t h er into th e h ouse and began 
to th reaten and beat h er; th at sh e es­ 
cap ed from h im and went to th e barn, 
h itch ed h er h orse to h er buggy and 
started to go, wh en h e jerked 
th e 
h orse from h er again, but sh e finally 
succeeded in getting it away from h im 
and h itch ed it to a tree, p rep aratory 
to leaving, wh en Joh nson went to th e 
h ouse, took down h is sh otgun 
and 
brough t it out into th e y ard, came up 
beh ind h er and emp tied th e contents 
of th e sh otgun into h er back, killing 
h er instantly , leaving h er little daugh ­ 
ter by h er side. 
Th e lO-y ear-old daugh ter of th e de­ 
fendant, wh o was th e only ey e-witness 
to th e tragedy , testified to th is state 
of facts, say ing th at h er p ap a h ad 
killed h er mamma on p urp ose. 
Th e 
defendant’s 
contention 
was 
th at th e killing was acidental; th at 
wh en h e arrived h ome h e did not see 
h is wife and was not aware of th e 
fact th at sh e was at h ome until after 
h e h ad killed h er. He said th at wh en 
h e arrived h e went into th e h ouse to 
get th e gun to kill an owl h e saw in 
th e tree, and th at was both ering h is 
ch ickens. He took th e gun and went 
into th e y ard, and th e gun went off 
before h e knew it. 
During 
th e 
entire trial th e aged 
moth er of th e defendant sat by h is 
side, and at times wep t bitterly , say ­ 
ing at times to p arties about th e court 
room, “If th ey convict my boy Ellas 
th ey may as well buy a coffin for me, 
too. for it will kill me to see Elias 
found guilty .’' 
Th e evidence of th e state furth er 
sh owed th at after th e defendant h ad 
killed h is wife h e p icked h er up and 
took h er into th e h ouse and laid h er 
body down on th e kitch en floor and 
went off into anoth er room and went 
to sleep .

The American lan dscape, ev en in 
the older parts of the cou n try , is gen -, 
erally u n kempt, an d does n ot len d It­ 
self as readily to formal treatmen t as 
does the ty pical En glish or con tin en tal 
lan dscape. 
The own ers of the big es­ 
tates rarely appreciate the scale 
on 
which 
the 
lan dscape 
architectu re 
shou ld be laid ou t, an d the patien ce 
which is n ecessary to obtain a com­ 
plete an d con su mmate effect. 
They 
wan t ready -made estates. Fin ally , the 
leadin g American 
hou se 
architects 
hav e, with a few ex ception s, a good 
deal to learn abou t the techn iqu e of 
lan dscape design . 
So far as the large 
hou se Itself is con cern ed, a con v en tion 
has been established which in 
the 
main is a good con v en tion , bu t the de­ 
sign in g of garden s is still in an early 
ex perimen tal stage. 
The stage prop­ 
erties are collected 
in 
abu n dan ce. 
There is n o lack of pergolas, fou n tain s, 
well-heads, gazebos, statu ary an d pot­ 
tery ; bu t as like as n ot they are In ­ 
discrimin ately placed. The architec­ 
tu ral featu res are, ho’wev er, gen erally 
somewhat better man aged than the 
plan tin g, which frequ en tly looks as if 
an Irish garden er had been giv en some 
v agu e gen eral direction s, or as if the 
lady of the hou se had con sidered that 
It was a ^woman ’s bu sin ess to make the 
garden green . As a matter of fact, 
howev er, the lady of the hou se, in 
case she has her own way , gen erally 
plan ts the garden y ellow an d red rath­ 
er than green . 
Her idea u su ally Is 
merely to get as mu ch bloom as pos­ 
sible. an d this she does at the sacri­ 
fice of those masses of foliage which 
are absolu tely n ecessary to giv e mass, 
body an d depth to a large garden .—

The Graves of 
Deceased Pets of 


Family Are Marked By Beautiful 


White Headstones. 


By the legacy of 50 acres and a 
^ 
Philadelphia 
becomes the 


first municipal otAner of a pet dog and 
horse cemetery in the United Stales, 
says the Boston Eagle. 
At Sarsdale, 
W estchester county, N. Y., there is a 
cemetery for cats and dogs, where 
the remains of beloved pets rest in 
peace. 
But this is a private burial 
ground. 
It remains for quiet Phila­ 
delphia to inaugurate the municipal 
ownership of graveyards for dumb ani­ 
mals. 
The city authorities of the Quaker 
City are not proud of their new posses­ 
sion, but as they cannot get the park 
without taking the cemetery, they are 
compelled to put the best complexion 
they can on the matter, and will care 
for the animal cemetery as the con­ 
ditions of the legacy provide. 
The cemetery was the pet hobby of 
the late J. W. Ryerss, in the suburbs 
of Philadelphia. For the last 40 years 
all the animals who gave up the ghost 
in the Ryerss household have been 
burled with honors In the animal plot 
adjoining the mansion. 
One by one the gravestones have 
accumulated 
until 
nearly 
a dozen 
white headstones mark the resting 
place of as many deceased pets of the 
family. 
Beneath 
one 
stone, which 
nestles in the shade of giant beech. 
Is the grave of Jenny, who, according 
to the inscription, breathed her last 
in November. 1863, having, at that

Upon 
the death of my father, in 1888, I was 
left an estate worth $ 90,000, but I was 
swindled out of every penny of it. 
Not only that, but it was declared that 
father owed some debts. I have been 
pay ing off every one of these debts. 
I am at last getting clear, but the 
habits which 
poverty 
gave to me 
have been so beneficial that I have no 
idea of changing them now. 
Pover­ 
ty brings good results sometimes, and 
was one of them. 
My restricted diet now is a matter 
of choice, and I think it is the healthi­ 
est and happiest way of living in the 
world. 
I sleep lik e a child and last 
October I walk ed to Great Falls and 
back the same day , reporting for duty 
the next day as fresh as any y oung 
man in the place.

At first it W’as difllcult to k eep from 
y ielding to the appetite for every thing 
that I wanted, but I mastered my self 
and my appetite has adjusted itself 
to my refreshing way of living. 
I 
never spend over $ 3.91 a month for my 
food, and freq uently it is much below 
that. I live well on that; I just select 
that amount to show y ou, because I 
happened to k eep an Itemized state­ 
ment of my expenditures that month, 
which was May last. 
I prepare my 
meals in my rooms, using gas, and 
rarely eat outside. Occasionally I get 
something in the restaurant near the 
office of the auditor for the 
war de­ 
partment, where I am employ ed in the 
stationery room. 
“My gas bill for cook ing never ex­ 
ceeds twenty -five 
cents 
a month,” 
went on Mr. Riley , "and it is nearly 
alway s about twenty cents. 
When I 
first began the gas company w’as so 
sure I was cheating it that it had an 
inspector 
watching 
things for two 
months hand running. 
I’ll tell y ou 
I how I do it. 
I never turn the jet on 
full force. If r did my cook ing would 
, bQ spoiled by the smok e and the smell 
of the gas. 
I have learned to barely 
turn the jet on. That produces a blue 
flame and gives the best heat in the 
world. 
Then I k now when to turn 
the jet off.” 
An itemized statement of Mr. Riley ’s 
expenditures for May , 1905, showed 
that he paid 30 cents for meat, $ 1.14 
for bread, 56 cents for milk , etc.; 45 
cents for fruits and vegetables, and 
$ 1.46 for miscellaneous. 
Naturally one prefers a more detail­ 
ed account to see just what the man 
did live on. Therefore the list of ex­ 
penditures for every , single item is 
given: Chipped beef, 5 cents; clams, 
10c cents; fish, 15 cents; bread, 41 
cents; cak e, 50 cents; pie, 20 cents; 
pretzels, 3 cents; milk , 20 cents; but­ 
ter, 30 cents; cheese, 6 cents; bajian- 
as, 5 cents; apples, 35 cents; onions, 
5 cents; nuts, 18 cents; lunches, 60 
cents: eggs, 46 
cents; 
sugar, 12 
cents; tea, 10 cents. 
“Now, I w’ill tell y ou how to do it,” 
said Mr. Riley . "To begin with, I do 
not believe in meat eating. 
I think 
meat is injurious and contains few 
strengthen-giving properties. It is lik e 
a stimulant and its effects are not 
lasting, by any means. 
In my mind, 
pork , whisk y and tobacco form the 
trinity that work s more distress to 
American people than any other three 
troubles. 
I never drank whisk y in 
my life and do not expect to. The five 
cents' worth of chipped beef I bought 
in May lasted me several day s, and 
I cook ed it in various sty les, with veb- 
etables, which I think are the greatest 
health givers in the world.” 


The case of the State vs. Henry 
Fleming. • charged 
with 
attempted 
forgery , was called in the circuit court 
Saturday morning, say s the Nevada 
Post. 
The defendant’s father and mother, 
from Sedaiia, were in court. Another 
one of the affecting scenes often seen 
in the criminal courts 
was enacted 
when 
mother and son 
met.

mother threw her arms around her 
boy and wept aloud, so overcome was

Prosecuting Attorney 
Moss 
read 
the information to the jury . 
Fleming 
was charged with forging the name 
of W. C. Swarthout to a time check 
and attempting to pass it on H. H. 
laddie, agent at the union depot. He 
was detected as a forger, and was ar­ 
rested at the time, August 26. 
D. M. Gibson, attorney for the de­ 
fense, stated that the crime w’as ad­ 
mitted, but that the y oung man was 
a morphine fiend, and his mind was 
diseased from the drug habit. At the 
time the deed was committed Fleming 
was insane from eating morphine. 
After hearing the testimony , the 
jury found Fleming not guilty , on the 
ground of insanity . He was remanded 
to jail to aw’ait an examination by the 
county court regarding his sanity .

"Suddenly my partner got leary of 
the job,” said Crowe. 
"He tells me 
the United States government was not 
Cudahy , and might not give up so 
easy . 
He also called attention to the 
fact that this government had been 
alive before any man on earth, and 
was lik ely (o live until the y oungest 
of the human race now doing business 
w’ould be dead and gone, and then 
some. He said the government never 
q uit when it started after something, 
and that if it started after the men 
who had k idnaped the declaration of 
independence, it w’ould get (hem, ex­ 
tradition or no extradition, even if it 
had to annex the rest of the earth in 
order to get at them.

Jak ob Minor, who is publishing the 
records of his American travels in 
the columns of the Neue Freie Presse 
of Vienna. 
"The White House in Washington,” 
say s the court doctor, "will alway s 
remain something never to be forgot­ 
ten. not only on account of the honor 
paid us by the president at our re­ 
ception, but also on account of its 
simplicity and 
the 
grand sty le in 
which it is furnished. 
It is the true 
pattern of an 
American house, in 
which every thing necessary is close 
at hand, but in which there is nothing 
superfluous. 
And with what simple 
formalities w’as our reception by the 
president carried out! 
A 
somewhat 
numerous but noiseless company oc 
attendants in the anteroom, and no 
police, no military . 
In the reception 
room itself there was no one present 
but ourselves, the visitors, introduced 
by the president and vice president. 
Soon the doors open, and Roosevelt 
appears between two 
civilians, evi­ 
dently secretaries; adjutants, perhaps, 
1 should say . 
"He showed great animation in his 
answer to the president of congress, 
who first addressed him, leaning for­
